Filed on Under
Quartz Act

GISE WAL GO TO COURT

Suit to be Tried Before
Development Work
Can Proceed

A legal tangle has for the present
stopped work on all the development
of the nitrate beds recently discover-
ed by A. M. Luckey and sold to a
|company of people in Chieago who
have organized the American Nitrate
Co. A. M. Lackey and his associates
first filed on the claims as quartz but
acting on advice from Washington
D. C. relocated them as placer claims,
After the sale had been made to the
Company about sixty men relocated
the elaims as quartz and by this ae-
tion stopped all work on the ground
until a court decision can be rendered,
The American Nitrate Co, has retain.
ed McCulloch & Wood of Ontario, and
Hawley and Huwley of Bolse, to rep-
resent them in the court action. The
ease will probably be tried in the Fed-
eral Court in Portland.

The American Nitrate Co. had a
large number of men on the felds
making preliminary surveys to de-
termine as accurntely as possible the
quality and quantity of the potasium
and sodium salts present, Prelimin-
ary investigations indicate that the
discovery is of vgst importance, How-
ever it will be impossible to say just
how valuable the beds are until the
survey has been completed. In all
about sixty thousand weres have been
located.

Wm, Mc-
Lain of Steins Mountain sold 20,000
pounds, W. D. Hoffman of Wild Horse

obtained was very satisfactory. The
purchaser was J, M. Johnson repre-
senting Boston Manufacturers.

The wool crop this year in Eastern
Oregon has been about thirty per cent
less than in 1914, This is due to the
fuct that the high price for sheep last
full tempted many sheep men to sell
a large part of their flock and as a re-
sult fewer sheep were wintered in the
Enstern Oregon country than for ma-
ny years, The easy winter also af-
fected the crop seriously as the yield
per hesd was about two pounds less
than the average. The prices this
yenr have been very satisfactory
ranging from 18 to 21 cents for fine
wool and 24 to 20 cents for the course
wool,
